REPORT OF ROAD AGENT 


Town of Sullivan 


The smaller a town is, the less able it is to stand any inefficiency 
in Operation or management. This is particularly so in Sullivan where 
we count our appropriations in single dollars and in hundreds not in 
the hundreds of thousands and the millions. The construction and 
maintenance of roads is the largest item of town expense yet that work 
has been undertaken in the past as inefficiently as possible. This is not 
in criticism of any individual or group but rather of a system that has 
become completely outmoded. A few steps in the right direction have 
already been taken. The gains must be consolidated and we must take 
further steps in the same direction. 


The steps already taken include consolidating the road work under 
one road agent, having the road agent appointed by the selectmen 
rather than elected at large, the purchase of town equipment including 
a truck and the greater use of machinery rather than hard labor, aban- 
doning unused or little used roads. Although these steps have been 
but recently taken they have all proved out so well they should become 
permanent town policy. The further steps to be taken are the laying 
out of a long range program for improvement of roads, abandoning other 
stretches of little used road or eliminating certain aspects of mainte- 
nance, greater use of machinery, setting up a depreciation reserve for 
the replacement of machinery and a capital fund for the purchase of 
additional machinery. 


The basic fault of the old system was that of considering the road 
agent's job as year around support for a man and his family. Sullivan 
can no longer afford the luxury of such operation. The tendency of 
such a system is the perfectly honest attempt of the road agent to fun- 
nel as much of the road appropriation as possible through his pockets. 
This results in excessive hand labor and excessive indulgence in opera- 
tions requiring the use of the road agent’s truck as well as the tendency 
to charge up time when the truck is officially at work but not actually 
working. With proper use of machinery and averaged on a year a- 
round basis, there is not quite two days per week of work for the road 
agent. This is of course, exclusive of help which is inevitable, leaving 
the selection of the road agent to the selectmen allows flexibility so 
that they can select persons from time to time who can undertake the 
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work on a part time basis rather than to have the town saddled for a 
whole year with someone elected at town meeting whose work may 
later prove to be unsatisfactory. The part time nature of the job 
should be emphasized so that it never again is handled as a full time 
job. The fact that the job is at best but part time for one man should 
answer for once and for all the question of whether or not to have two 
road agents. Sullivan is one town, not two separate villages. 


The town truck has been an unqualified success. In the first 
place under the old system the town was in effect buying a truck for 
the road agent through the system of hourly rates; why not therefore 
buy one for itself and have some control of the situation. The truck 
has been a time and money saver in both summer and winter operations. 
Contrary to the expectations of some it has been more than adequate 
to meet plowing conditions in this average winter. It has proven out 
that with a truck plow you can keep up with a storm, keep the road 
open at all times and do so with less over all cost than with the old 
system of waiting until the end of the storm to run the tractor with 
the result that some roads were impassable for several days. The truck 
has proved that it will pay for itself and in that regard it might even 
more pay for itself if it were worked out on other local road jobs 
during the summer. 


Great strides were made this last year both in the cost and amount 
of gravel put on town roads. More than twice as much gravel was 
applied as in the previous year. During the summer using the town 
truck and a tractor loader, gravel was dump spread at approximately 
$1.25 per yard to an amount exceeding the total of the summer before 
and at about half the cost. During the fall in one and a half days 
using a power shovel, the town truck, four other trucks, and a bulldozer, 
a slightly greater amount was spread and bulldozer packed at a cost of 
approximately 80 cents per yard. In each case the time of the town 
truck was counted in full. 


The matter of sanding roads has been handled by getting sand 
power shovel loaded from Keene Sand & Gravel Co. which works out 
more cheaply and is quicker than stock piling and land loading. Under 
this system the roads can be sanded in all necessary places in one day. 
The objection to the bank not being open at night has been overcome 
by planning to have the truck fully loaded at the end of the day for 
any emergency sanding and also it provides a full load of ballast at all 
times for plowing. A sand bin would be a convenience and perhaps 
a slight saving in daily operation but not in view of an estimated cost 
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of construction of $2500 plus necessary maintenance. Several small 
stockpiles around town for individual use on occasion might be tried 
another year. 


Although the plowing of private driveways was pointed out at 
last town meeting to be an illegal undertaking it was nevertheless voted. 
The present road agent has chosen to abide by the law rather than the 
vote of the town. During one storm several driveways were plowed 
to get an idea of the time involved. It would appear that the total 
time for plowing would be doubled and legal or not it would seem un- 
fair that some main roads would have to wait twice as long before 
being plowed out, furthermore there is the question of damages to 
private property resulting from operating bulky equipment in narrow 
driveways. In view of the illegal nature of the undertaking the town 
should rescind its former action. 


The matter of gravel has often been discussed in town. With the 
opening of the Hall bank and the prospecting in the Hastings bank it 
would appear that we have an adequate supply for the present. Al 
though the gravel is a little on the “bony” side for hand shovelling or 
dump spreading it is excellent for use with power shovel and bulldozer. 
Before these supplies are further depleted by use by other towns, steps 
should be taken either to discover new banks or to secure the present 
ones for exclusive use either through lease or purchase. 


All gravelling and culvert work carried on by the town should be 
planned to take place in conjunction with the T.R. A. work. The 
same machinery and crew moved into town for that work should be 
used to handle the town work including the “Duncan” money. Four 
days at the most of that sort of operation would clean up all that sort 
of work for the year at the same cost as present operations but with 
three times the amount of gravel, packed and put on to a depth which 
will insure good travel and a good road surface for years to come. 


The so-called ““New Road” was abandoned at last town meeting. 
Other sections of road that might be considered for abandonment in 
the future are the Hubbard Road from the Clark place to its junction 
with the South Road and the Ferry Brook Road between the school 
house and the Kaltan place. In the meantime the very minimum of 
summer maintenance and no winter maintenance should be carried out 
on those roads as well as from the Fifield place to the Stoddard line. 
The suggestion is made purely on the basis of cost balanced against 
necessity. 
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Since the present T. R. A. project will be completed to Martin 
Swelt’s this year, the selectmen should give thought to a long range 
program of road improvement based on first needs first. Between 
T. R. A. and the town’s own efforts there is no reason why all roads 
in town should not be up to Stoddard approximating T. R. A. standards 
in a period of ten years if the ideas outlined in this report are carried 
out. The same could have been accomplished in the last ten years. 
Building a stretch of decent road each year with priority based on a- 
mount of use should be the aim, using modern methods rather than hop 
skipping around town with a load here and there. 


In summary keep these points in mind: 
1. One road agent for the whole time. 
2. Road agent appointed by selectmen. 


3. Road agent to be a man who realizes that in fairness to the 
town it can be only a part time job. 


4. Town owned truck and such other equipment as from time to 
time appears to be money saving. 


5. Planning town road work to coincide with T. R. A. to use 
modern methods and machinery for best dollar value. 


6. Trying to secure exclusive use of best sources of gravel. 


7. Consider further abandonment of roads with minimum main- 
tenance on those seldom used. 


8. Keep up with storm in plowing. . 
9. Always end with full truckload of sand in winter season. 
10. Long range plan for road improvement looking toward all roads 


approximating T. R. A. standards in ten years.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


Efforts have been made this year to bring conditions in 
the two schools more nearly in line with recommendations 
of the State Health Dept., whose inspector has frequently 
criticised the inadequate lighting facilities, heating and 
water supply. 


Storm windows have been installed at the Center School 
and during the summer the building was insulated. Before 
long, modern fluorescent lighting will be installed in both 
schools. The East School will also be equipped with a new 
stove, storm windows and ceiling insulation. Having solved 
lighting and heating problems, the lack of a good supply of 
water is still to be considered. 


The educational program has been improved by the pur- 
chase of additional new textbooks and the gift of a radio- 
phonograph by board chairman Edward Hazen. Sullivan is 
fortunate in having two experienced and capable teachers 
who are doing fine work in presenting the three R’s and 
preparing pupils for high school. In addition the community 
is well served by capable and conscientious school board 
members. 


It is hoped that the district will take advantage of the 
opportunity to establish a capital reserve fund this year; 
and provide for future major capital outlay and improve- 
ment items without the necessity of raising large sums in 
any one year.
